Big German Airship Is Attacked by 


British Aeroplane In Belgium and 


Destroyed. 


l ondon, June 8.—One of the most 
damaging aeiial raids yet launched by 
the Hermans took place over the east 
.oast of England on Sunday night. 
A great many bombs were dropped, 
causing many tires. It was oft!(dally 
announced by the admiralty that at 
feast five pei*sons had been killed and 
forty wounded. 
The following ie the official state­ 
ment: 
"Sunday night Zeppelins visited the 
e n d coast. Incendiary bombs, also ex­ 
plosive bombs, were dropped. Two big 
fires were caused. So far as known at 
present five persons wtrembled, borty 
others were injuread." 
This was the nineteenth air raid of 
the Hermans over Eugiish soil. 
Iii a battle between a British mono­ 
plane and a German Zeppelin between 
Uhent aud Brussels, Belgium, the Het­ 
man airship was sent crashing to the 
earth, where it was burned. 
News of this aerial triumph for the 
British was announced by tile admir­ 
alty in 
the following official state­ 
ment : 
"An attack was made on the airship 
shed at Evers, north of Brussels, bv 
Hight Lieutenants J. F. Wilson, N. 
N., and J. S. Mills, K. N. Bombs were 
dropped and the shed was observed 
to be in flames. 
"It is not known whether a Zeppe 
liu was Inside, but the flames reached 
a great height, coming out from both 
sides of Hie shed. Both pilots returned 
safely.
